Friends of Irish 
freedom openly espoused the republi­ 
can cause because they wanted no al­ 
liance with Great Britain, the oppres­ 
sor of the Emerald Isle. 
And the pro-Germans wrere solidly 
against the party of the administra­ 
tion. 
There was no division in this 
vote. 
The profiteer and the man who suf­ 
fered from 
profiteering 
both 
had 
grievances, and both felt antagonistic 
to the democrats. 
The burden of taxation, especially 
among those who had to pay for ex­ 
cess profits, 
gave 
the 
republicans 
thousands of votes, while others who 
resented the huge profits made by 
them while they themselves had no 
great increase in income, gave vent to 
that resentment by voting for Hard­ 
ing. 
Finally the giving of the ballot to 
women had a tremendous signific­ 
ance. 
By this alone there was added to the 
republican strength 
a solid phalanx 
of votes that could not be overcome. 
Not that the vast majority of wo- 
men are republicans but because one 
class of women are solidly republican. 
The negro women, like the men are 
republican by instinct and can not be 
changed. 
When women were given 
the franchise the result was th#t the 
white women were divided in their 
political affiliations, by environment, 
association, heredity, the influence of 
family, from reasoning and all the oth­ 
er causes that bring about differences 
of opinion, but there was no such di­ 
vision among the negro women— they 
are republican and voted that ticket 
en masse.

Steam er Down Quickly. 


Newport, R. I., Oct. 30 —The con­ 
crete steamer Cape Fear, a United 
State shipping 
board 
vessel, was 
sunk in the deepest part of Narra­ 
gansett Bay last night in a collis- 
sion with the Savannah line steam­ 
er City of Atlanta. 
At a late hour nineteen of the 
crew' of thirty-four of the sunken 
vessel were unaccounted for. 
The Cape Fear sank in three min­ 
utes about half way between Castle 
Hill on the Newport 
shore, 
and 
Rose Island, going down how first 
in 125 fathoms. 
The 
Cape 
Fear 
was 
outward 
bound from Providence for Norfolk. 
in ballast and carried only her crew' 
as did the City of Atlanta, w'hieh 
w*as 
bound 
from 
Savannah 
for 
Providence with a cargo of pig iron. 
Just how' the accident happened 
was not definitely determined last 
night, especially 
as 
the weather 
w’as clear, with only a slight clou­ 
diness and a light sea running. 
The City of Atlanta’s how' was 
badly damaged, the result of hitting 
the Cape Fear amidships, but, al­ 
though 
there 
was a 7-foot 
hole 
above the main deck, the bulkheads 
held and she anchored in the bay. 
Of the fifteen men saved from 
the Cape Fear, five slid down lines 
to the City of Atlanta and the oth­ 
ers were picked up from the water 
by ropes or by boats that were low­ 
ered for them. 
Capt. Garfield of the City of At­ 
lanta in describing

accident, 
said he picked up the lights of the 
Cape Fear and signaled with one 
W'histle, which was answered. He

The Friends of Irish Freedom of 
the City of Sedalia, Missouri, wish 
to emphasize their protest against 
the treatment accorded to Terence 
Mac Swiney. Lord Mayor of the 
City of Cork. Ireland, by British 
oppression of that country, which 
added another martyr to the long 
list of those who died for the cause 
of suffering ireland. 
For 800 years 
Hie Irish people have suffered un­ 
der a bondage more cruel and op­ 
pressive than that which was in­ 
flicted on the chosen people of God 
when they were in the pow'er of 
Ancient Egypt, and during that SOO 
years the Irish People have con­ 
tinuously opposed ana contended 
against the power of an alien race. 
who had subjugated the Irish peo­ 
ple and at no times during that 
period have the Irish people recog­ 
nized the sovereignty of the Eng­ 
lish crown, but at ail times con­ 
tended that they were a free peo­ 
ple and a distinct race, and bound 
by no ties of loyalty to the British 
Government; the result has been 
that each century has found its 
martyrs from the time of Hugh 
Roe O’Neil to Terence Mac Swiney.

HOW THE TREATY WAS FRAMED. 
In the thick of the late presidential 
campaign a good many contributions 
to the public information which at 
another time would have been much 
discussed have attracted little or no 
attention; notably, 
for 
example, a 
series of articles in the Manufactur­ 
ers’ Record by Edwin C. Eckel, recent­ 
ly major of engineers in the United 
States army and an engineer and geo­ 
logist of high repute. 
Mr. Eckel has 
been in Europe for some time engaged 
in the investigation of important mat­ 
ters for clients and he has been writ­ 
ing to the Manufacturers’ Record de­ 
scribing 
European 
conditions as he 
finds them two years after the signing 
of the Armistice. 
Here is the judg­ 
ment which he expresses on Professor 
Keynes’ famous book, which has been 
more talked about in this country as 
well as in Europe than any other book 
of its kind printed since the war end­ 
ed : 
“As for the changes in American 
public opinion, they have been obvious 
enough to us, though 
perhaps 
not 
clearly understood abroad. 
On Arm­ 
istice Day we were all 
glad the war 
was over, but we were all thoroughly 
in accord with our old Allies and will­ 
ing to let them deal with the Germans 
as they deserved. 
Then came the af­ 
fair of the Treaty and 
the 
League, 
which finally developed into a matter 
of party politics, in which neither side 
had an absolutely clear case, and so 
the public became tired of the whole 
question. 
But at this stage we were 
still anti-German and pro-Ally. Later 
on, however, we 
were 
subjected to 
very definite pro-German propagan­ 
da, designed to separate us from the 
British and the French. 
Some of this 
was an honest result of the unfortun­ 
ate Irish muddle, which no one but an 
Irishman could even pretend to under­ 
stand. 
Some of it was 
due to the 
fn nk and intelligent 
efforts of the 
German banking houses, and some of 
it to the utterly foolish speculation in 
German currency and German securi­ 
ties. 
And then came what was per­ 
haps the most influential single fac­ 
tor; a remarkably clever, interesting 
and successful 
book, 
containing de­ 
lightful pen-portraits of three leading 
American politicians, 
along 
with a 
thoroughly partial 
and 
unsound at­ 
tempt to prove that in punishing Ger­ 
many the world was being wrecked by 
purely 
selfish 
interests. 
It did not 
profess to be impartial. 
The 
author 
frankly says that he asked for a peace 
conference billet in order to help out 
the Germans. 
Coming from a clerk 
in our own treasury or state depart­ 
ment we could have placed its politi­ 
cal, financial and 
social 
importance 
very exactly, but coming with a Brit­ 
ish hall-mark it was taken very seri­ 
o u sly in America. France and in Ger­ 
many. 
A German journalist has re­ 
cently said that the ‘Economic Conse­ 
quences of the Peace’ would prove to 
be the ‘Uncle Tom’s Cabin’ of the Ger­ 
man race. 
As a southerner by adop­ 
t s i I think that description covers the 
case exactly.’’

HONOR TO CENTRALIA DEAD 


National Commander and Party Visit 
Graves of Legion Men Killed Dur­ 
ing City Parade. 


The head of the American Legion 
Journeyed all the way to Centralia, 
Wash., to pay homage at the graves 
of the four men who were slain by 
members of the I. W. W. last Armis­ 
tice day. 
Two hundred Legion men 
and 
women 
accompanied 
Franklin 
D’Olier, their national commander, on 
his visit to the scene of the tragedy, 
and stood with bowed heads in Moun­ 
tain View cemetery as he pledged the 
Legion to everlasting reverence to the 
memory of its martyred members. 
There was nothing of rancor In 
D’Olier’s reference to the men who 
killed the peaceful paraders. 
But the 
speech served warning, as hundreds of 
other Incidents of Legion history of 
the last year have served wanting, 
that the Legion is a wall of steel 
against 
all 
advocates of 
violence, 
whether they dub themselves “wob­ 
blies” or parlor bolshevists. 
“I come here as to the shrine of the 
American Legion,” said D’Olier. stand­ 
ing at the foot of the grave of War­ 
ren Grimm, killed at the head of the 
Armistice day parade. “Centralia will 
mean to the Legion what Bunker Hill, 
Gettysburg and Chateau Thierry mean 
to the nation. 
At these places, the 
spirit of America met the enemy and 
triumphed. 
Here. In Centralia, the 
spirit of the American Legion likewise 
met the enemy of our country and tri­ 
umphed.” 
As representative of the nearly two 
million members of the Legion. D’Ol­ 
ier laid a wreath of flowers on Grimm’s 
grave. In the crowd were Grimm’s old 
friends in Centralia and friends of 
Dale Hubbard, Ben Casngranda and 
Arthur McElfresh, who also were slain. 
“It is fitting that here today we 
should renew our pledge of patriotism 
and devotion to law and order and 
serve notice on the forces of anarchy 
that more than four million ex-serviee 
men, who fought and defeated the foe 
without, are now sworn to fight to the 
death the foe within, who would work 
injury to our sacred institutions. Our 
Inspiration shall he our martyrs and 
the restraint shown by their outraged 
comrades. By dedicating ourselves to 
the defense of our flag and all that 
It means, a defense based on fairness 
and justice, we shall prove that our 
comrades in France and Centralia have 
not died in vain,” the commander con­ 
cluded.

Twenty thousand ex-service 
men, 
representing every state in th*' Union 
and far-off outposts where the Stars 
and Stripes flies, swung through the 
stre e ts of Cleveland, O., in the great 
opening parade at the second annual 
convention of The American Legion. 
Leading the parade were hundreds 
of disabled veterans of the World 
war in automobiles, while behind them 
came 31 winners of the Congressional 
Medal of Honor. 
For two solid miles 
the sidewalks and stands were packed 
with cheering spectators as the vet­ 
erans passed in review. 
Frequent 
picturesque 
incidents 
served to lend color to tile parade as 
the long column of olive-drab and navy 
blue tramped down the line of march. 
Le Roy Williams, a Grand Army of the 
Republic veteran, who won the Con­ 
gressional Medal or Honor at the bat­ 
tle of Cold Harbor, joined the medal 
of honor men and marched the entire 
route. 
A huge flag that stretched 
across the street, borne by Legion­ 
naires of 
Akron, < 
was showered 
with coins by the spectators until more 
than $5,000 was in its folds. 
The delegates from Paris, Cuba, Pan­ 
ama, Hawaii, Porto Rico. Mexico and 
the Philippine islands, who hail t r a v ­ 
eled thousands of miles to attend the 
convention, received a tremendous ova­ 
tion from the crowd. Army nurses and 
former yeomanettes came In for their 
share of the applause, and a sensation 
was created bv the Montana delega­ 
tion, which appeared in leather chaps, 
spurs and sombreros. 
More than 300,000 spectators viewed 
the parade, which was declared to be

RED CROSS ASSISTS 
DISABLED VETERANS 


The American Red Cross is carrying 
on a wide program of service for the 
disabled World War veterans receiving 
treatment 
In 
United 
States 
Public 
Health hospitals, and those being train­ 
ed through agencies of the Federal 
Board for Vocational Education. 
In each of tile Public Health Service 
hospitals Red Cross workers devote 
their time to the general welfare of 
the service men from the day they 
enter the receiving ward until they 
are discharged. After the soldier’s dis­ 
charge the Red Cross continues its 
friendly service through the Home 
Service Section in his own community. 
The Red Cross maintains a convale* 
cent house at all of the hospitals, 
where patients can amuse themselves 
after they are well enough to he up 
and around. Parties and picture shows 
in the wards are also furnished, with 
occasional excursions when convales­ 
cence comes. 
Great service has been rendered by 
the Red Cross in mental rases In iden­ 
tifying those who have appeared in 
state hospitals for the insane, and help­ 
ing them secure compensation due from 
the Bureau of War Risk Insurance. 
In the Federal Board’s various dis­ 
trict offices the Red Cross worker, act­ 
ing with the Home Service Section, 
makes necessary loans to the men, ar­ 
ranges suitaide living conditions, helps 
collect evidence and supply facts to the 
Board, assists in “appealing cases” and 
settles various personal difficulties for 
the mon. The workers also follow up 
and aid all men who discontinue traili­ 
ng- 
* The Red Cross agents find men “lost” 
to the Board, help clear up delayed 
cases and aid the college counselors In 
their friendly work with the men. 
Many Red Cross chapters have set up 
recreation facilities, and in some in­ 
stances living clubs, so these victims 
of war may have attractive surround­ 
ings and the fun which must go with 
effective school work. 
To the American Red Cross Institute 
for t\je Blind near Baltimore, Md., 
more than half of all the Americans 
blinded in the World War have come 
for training. 
The Institute, through 
the Red Cross, long ago conducted an 
exhaustive industrial survey to deter­ 
mine the vocations for which blind 
men could be fitted. 
As a result it is 
putting forth well Trained men equip­ 
ped to meet the social, civic and eco­ 
nomic requirements of their respective 
communities.
